Matthew Lenzen feceived four bullets in 
lis body, but according to physicians 
has a chance of recovery.

Polker, who was sent to the hospital 
for the insane at Rochester last spring,

DRAGGED FROM HER HORSE 


Father Says Ella: Barham Had 
No Enemies and He Knows 
of No Love Affair. 


HARRISON, Ark., Nov. 23.—Mer- 
chants in many towns in Northwestern 
Arkansas closed their stores today to 
aid in the hunt for the men who dragged 
Ella Barham, 18 years old, from her 
horse. and killed her, hacking her body 
to pieces. Two thousand residents of 
Boone County, led by George Barham. 
the girl's father, searched for the mur- 
derers. 

Parts of the body of the girl are 
still missing. Her death is believed to 
have been caused by a blow on the 
head with an ax. Portions of the body 
had been strewn on the ground, some 
of them being found 50 yards from the 
spot where the girl was killed. 

The young woman’s father said she 
had no enemies and that she had not 
been involved in a lové affair. 

Miss Barham left her home Thurs- 
day afternoon on her horse to go to the 
home of C. C. Bryant, a neighbor. 
When her horse returned alone, her par- 
ents organized ai searching party. 
When four miles from home: the search- 
ers met a party of fox hunters, who 
joined in the search and found the mu- 
tilated body of the young woman. Foot- 
prints indicated Miss Barham’s body had 
been carried to the banks of Crooked 
Creek. 

Miss Barham was a niece of, Elijah 
Barham, a merchant of Zinc. Her fa- 
ther is a farmer of Zinc. All railroads 
are being patrolled. 


WORKHOUSE FOR ONCE 
PROSPEROUS PHYSICIAN 


Former New Yorker Tells in 
Police Court How Morphine 


Made Wreck of Him. 


Dr: Hugh Atkinson, who says he was 
formerly wealthy and for 12 years was 
a successful physician in New York, 
was fined $25 by Judge Kimmel in the 
First District Police Court Saturday for 
begging on the streets after he had 
pleaded in vain for mercy. 

Atkinson was arrested by Policeman 
Kelly Friday afternoon at Grand and 
Washington avenues after he had 
stopped several persons and asked for 
alms. He took the stand in the police 
court, presenting the. appearance of a 
complete wreck, and told how he had 
fallen. 

Two years ago, he said, his health 
failed and he went to a winter resort 
i, the West Indies. There he became ad- 
dicted to the usé of morphine and had 
been a slave to the drug since. His wife 
had left him and taken their son with 
her and they were living at Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich. 

J. P. Hohn, proprietor of a drug store 
at Grand and Washington avenues, testi- 
fied that he was satisfied from pa- 
pers in Atkinson's possession, that he 
told the truth about his past and that 
he was a graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania and the University of 
North Carolina. He had assisted Atkin- 
son, he said, and had at times yielded 
to Atkinson’s pleading for morphine. 

Atkinson said he had never, in his two 
vears’ wanderings, been sent to fall. 
He declared that it would kill him to 
be sent to the workhouse, and that he 
did not have long to live anyway. The 
fine of $25 will keep him confined 56 
days.

Mitchell Kennerly, a publisher, #a- 
hounced early im.the spring that he pro- 
posdd to issue a volume for the en- 
couragement of American poetry; to be 
called “The Lyric Year,” to consist of 
100 poems by 100 American altithors, and 
contributions were invited. 

At the time the sum of $1000 was 4o- 
na‘-* by an anonymous lover of poetry, 
to be paid in a first prize of $500 and 'n 
two second prizes of $20 each, to tie 
authors of the three best poems selected 
from the contents of the book by *e 
judges, Edward J. Wheeler, editor of 
“Current Opinion” and president of The 
Poétry Society of America; Willlam 
Stanley Braithwaite, the critic, and Fer- 
dinand Earle, editor of “The Lyric 
Year.” 

“The Lyric Year” is published today 
and its contents includes work by Hd- 
win Markham, Percy MacKaye, Ridgely 
Torrence, Bliss Carman, Josephine 
Preston Peabody, Herman Hagedorn, 
Richard le Gallienne and George Sylves- 
ter Viereck, but the awards have not 
gone to any of these. 

The winner of the first prize ie Orric« 
Johns with his poem “Second Avente.” 
Johns was born in St. Louis in 1887 and 
is the youngest of the prize winners. 
He was educated at public grammar and 
high schools in St. Louis and later et 
Missouri State and Washington untfver- 
sities, but graduated at neither. 

The winners of the two second prizes 
are Thomas Augustine Daly of Phila- 
delphia and George Sterling of Cali- 
fornia. Daly was born in 1871 and is 
noted as a writer of Italian and —* 
verse. 

George Sterling, whose poem hee de 
on the Centenary of the Birth of Robert 
Browning” wins the remaining prise, 
won fame four years &go through the 
criticism of Ambrose Bierce, who 1e- 
clared his “Wine of Whisardry” the 
greatest poem ever written by an Amer- 
ican. Sterling was born in 1869 and, 
hes published three volgnes: of poetry.

Charles Wells Is Sentenced in 
Paris for $200,000 Bucket 
Shop Swindle. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—Charles Wells, known 
as the man who broke the bank at 
Monte Carlo, has been sentenced in the 
Correctional Court to a term of five 
years in prison and to pay a fine of 
$600 for fraud. 

Wella was arrested at Falmouth, En- 
giand, last July for a bueket shop 
swindle in Paris, out of which he is said 
to have realized $200,000. His scheme 
was to promise to pay to Investors 1 
cent a day on all money deposited with 
Kim. When he had obtained a large 
amount from victims he decamped. 

Previously Wells had purchased a 

magnificently-fitted out steam yacht and 
it was on board this vessel in Falmouth 
Harbor that he and a woman companion 
was arrested. 
_ Wells is credited with thrice breaking 
the bank at Monte Carlo in the early 
’0s. Two of his coups were made in 
one day. His winnings were said to 
have been about $350,000.
